Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for ovarian cancer , does not reasonably provide enablement for any and 
all diseases treatable by multodrug resistance and or inhibiting transport protein. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

There is very little predictability in the art the drugs would have an umbrella efficacy. 
The state of the art indicates that a drug which can cure one cancer is inactive against another 
type of cancer, let alone treat other diseases! 

The specifications do not provide any guidance that the compounds can treat other 
diseases . the only example is that of ovarian cancer. 

Thus one of skill in the art would have to do an undue amount of experimentation to 
find which diseases are treatable by the compounds. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claim is a reach through claim treating multidrug resistance or inhibihiting transport protein 
activity! It reads on treating diseases that are still be be discovered to be treatable by these 
mechanisms. 
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The claim does not recite a disease which it does treat.! 

( AppHcants can overcome this by inserting ONE enabled disease in the claim)
